Just hours before an officiEd 
ribbon cutting ceremony opened 
the building, local school chil¬ 
dren pulled back black cloth to 
reveal Janvier's work, which sits 
in Ford Hall — the spELce formerly 
known as the Wintergarden. 

Janvier said it was inspiring to 
see his mosaic in such an import¬ 
ant building in the city. 

“It’s amazing to have it here." 
he said. "When you see the actual 
finish it’s really j ust wonderful 
to see.* 

The mosaic is made up of al¬ 
most a million glass tiles, and 


was put together over the course 
of six months. 

Janvier said he feels honoured 
to have been chosen to i nstall 
the piece. 

“We have the fortune of do¬ 
ing things in Edmonton, and to

A safety uudit of the High Level 
Bridge is retommending the 
bridge be at least partially shut 
to two-way traffit for pedestrians 
and cyclists — but the city isn’t 
p lanning to take that step. 

The report, by outside firm 
Urban Systems, looked at the 
high cycling and pedestrian num¬ 
bers on the bridge and the now 
narrower paths, because of the 
installation of the suicide bar¬ 
riers last year. 

It notes neither side meets 
the standards fora twoway path 
with pedestrians and cyclists, 
but says the west side could still 
work that way though the east 
doesn’t. 

The report recommends 
changing how the paths are used. 

“Given the existing condi¬ 
tions, to ensure the safe oper¬ 
ation of the pathways, it is 
suggested that the pathway 


operations be modified" it said. 

It offers up two proposals, 
either change both paths to a 
oneway operation or to convert 
just the narrower east side. 

Chris Chan, executive director 
of the Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters Society, said the com¬ 
plaints about the bridge have 
fallen considerably now that 
both side are open and construc¬ 
tion is finished. 

“We haven't been hearing 
nearly the same Level of the frus¬ 
tration, 1 ' he said. 

Chan said there's no need tor 
the city to be basly and make a 
change like this now. 

Adam LaughJin, the city gener¬ 
al nuinager of infrastructure, said 
they heard clearly from users 
who didn't want tire change and 
are instead going to look at bet¬ 
ter signage and warning about 
some of the narrow sections. 

"We're tiying to create some¬ 
thing that the users support and 
address some of the issues that 
have been raised in a different 
way.” he said. 

the report also suggested the 
city look at potentially widening 
the paths or even the proposal 
to put a pathway on the upper 
deck of the bridge. 

Laughlin said the city can 
study those ideas closer and 
may even look at moving up a 
proposed renewal of the bridge.

Opioid epidemic partly 
doctors' fault: Regulator 


Alberta's physician regulatory 
college has admitted doctors 
have played a part in the pre¬ 
scription-opioid epidemic. 

On Thursday', the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Alberta [CPSAJ held a council 
meeting to debate a drafted 
standard of practice of safe 
prescribing, which will be 
sent for consultation after 
it's approved. 

“The medical profession 


has had a hand in creat¬ 
ing the prescription opioid 
issue," said Kelly Eby, spokes¬ 
woman for the CPS A. “And 
now there's a responsibility 
to guide physicians and their 
patients on to a better and 
safer path." 

Opioid prescribing by Al¬ 
berta docs is among the high¬ 
est in Canada, according to 
the CPSA.

A video tribute of Bazelev¬ 
skyy, who was a Ukrainian na¬ 
tional studying business at the 
university, was also shared with 
those in attendance. 

The university co-ordinated 
the memorial with Bazelevskyy's 
family members, said DavM Be¬ 
ll any. media relations advisor 
of MacEwan University. 

“It was a very tasteful cere¬ 
mony,” he said. “We’re very 
happy we could share this mo¬ 
ment with the family." 

Speakers included Eazelev- 
skvy's family, his former var¬ 
sity teammates and classmates. 

Hearing from Bazelevskyy's 
family was special said Mc¬ 
Connell. 

" It was a beautiful way to see 
how r he grew up and the family 
that he spent his time with," 
she said. "It was something that 
will never wander Ear from our 
minds, but today was a time 
of celebration, a time for us to 
join from his family, those from 
Ukraine, those local, and as well 
as students to make that con¬ 
nection and hear stories about 
times with family.”

Mojo researchers study bone, joint health

MoCaig Institute for Bone and 
Joint Health, which will house 
and operate the facility. 

Boyd said numerous research 
projects are occurring at the 
Mojo, featuring state-of-the-art 
imaging, movement assessment 
and diagnostic equipment that 
researchers use for bone and 
joint health. 

!n some studies, like the LI 
of C's vitamin D and calcium 
supplements analysis, research¬ 
er's use tire same equipment that 


NASA uses on astronau ts. 

Boyd said researchers hope 
to find cures for boue and joint 
disorders, as there are none for 
osteoarthritis, osteoporosis, and 
rheumatoid arthritis, the big 
three musculoskeletal diseases. 

“Our immediate goal is to de¬ 
velop techniques to diagnose— 
and correctly diagnose — these 
conditions early.” he said. “It’s de¬ 
signed to help solve these chronic 
diseases in terms of early diagno¬ 
sis and intervention so that pa¬ 
tients are pul on a better track." 


T he Mojo was established 
with support from the Canada 
foundation for J innovation (Cfl), 
the Government of Alberta, and 
industry partners and private 
donors. 

“We are proud to have in¬ 
vested in this facility, which will 
bring together researchers from 
fields as diverse as engineering 
and health to work on problems 
that hive substantial impacts on 
quality of life," said Deron Bilious, 
economic development and nude 
minister, in a statement.

There was no traditional 
pomp and fanfare that trad¬ 
itionally accompanies the of¬ 
ficial portrait unveilings of 
premiers past. 

Redford said in a statement 
she did not want any. 

'"Those in political life are 
inclined to use events such as 
this unveiling to paint their 
own picture of how they want 
to be remembered and what 
they hope their legacy might 
be." she wrote. “I aui choos¬ 
ing not to do that ... 1 instead 
choose to leave the history of 
my time in office to be writ¬ 
ten when time has provided a 
clearer perspective."’ 

The portrait depicts Red¬ 


ford. Alberta's first female pre¬ 
mier. in a maroon jacket and 
black skill standing w r ith her 
left hand resting on a stack 
of books on a side table and 
her right hand holding the 
family tartan. 

The names of the hooks 
etched on the spines reflect 
her stated core values and in¬ 
terests: Energy, Opportunity. 
Equality. Diversity. 


The work is an oil on canvas 
by Calgary artist liela Chan, 
completed for SI 2.500. 

Unlike the portraits of the 
13 premiers who preceded her, 
Redford does not look directly 
back at the observer Rather 
her head is tilted up. looking 
into the distance. 

Ric Mclver, interim leader of 
RedfcnTs Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives, said he was OK with the 


lack of ceremony. 

“What the former premier 
wanted was to have no pomp 
and circumstance today, so ob¬ 
viously it was the right thing in 
my mind to respect her wish¬ 
es. 1 ' said Mclver. 

Some members of Premier 
Rachel Notley’s cabinet passed 
by the portrait on their way to 
a meeting. 

Government House Leader 


Brian Mason, who tangled with 
Bedford in her time as justice 
minister and premier, said she 
made a contribution. 

“1 think some of that may 
have been lost in some of the 
controversies toward the end 
of her term." 

An official ceremony had 
been in the works. 

In January, the government 
announced Redford had agreed 
to attend a spring unveiling 
ceremony. 

No reason was given for the 
deferral. But in April, an in¬ 
vestigation was reopened in to 
how Redford as justice minister 
chose a law firm headed up by 
her political adviser, who was 
also her ex-husband, to run a 
mulh'billiqn-dollar government 
lawsuit against tobacco com¬ 
panies for health costs. 

The case is ongoi ng. wit h all 
decisions being handled by of¬ 
ficials in British Columbia to 
avoid any conflict of interest. 

Redford could not be reached 
for comment. She has avoided 
the public spotlight since she 
resigned in March 2014, one 
step ahead of a caucus revolt 
fuelled by a public scandal over 
exorbitant spending on herself 
and her inner circle.

Home care in 
cities rated 
lower: Survey

Albertans in Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton are rating their home- 
care service experiences a tad 
lower than their rural and 
smaller-city counterparts, ac¬ 
cording a new surrey by the 
Health Quality Council of Al¬ 
berta (HQCA). 

The HQCA is a provin¬ 
cial agency mandated with 
improving patient safety and 
service. It releEised the survey 
on Thursday, gathering re¬ 
sponses from more than 7,000 
Albertans, and found home- 
care patients in the province's 
largest cities gave the service 
a 7.9 ou t of 10. 

That"s not bad, but in cit¬ 
ies with populations under 
500.000 and in rural areas, 
respondents gave the service 
a score of 8.2 and S.4 out of 
10, respectively. 

Andrew Neuner, CEO of the 
HQCA, noted there’s more 
consistency in staff, fewer cli¬ 
ents and better client-patient 
relationships in smaller com¬ 
munities.

After having to remind mul¬ 
tiple visitors to put jwuy their 
drones this summer, officials 
at Elk island National Park 
would like to remind every¬ 
one the technology is not al¬ 
lowed. 

Drones were banned in 
the park — along with all 
national parks — in 2014. 
But spokesperson Janelle Lane 
said the growing popularity 
of the technology means 
more would-be drone pilots 
are showing up at the park 
gates unaware of the rules. 

While she said the vast ma¬ 
jority get “friendly remind¬ 
ers,” one person was charged 
last month with the unlaw¬ 
ful take-off and landing of 
an aircraft. 


Under the National Parks 
Act drone pilots could be 
charged up to S25.000. 

But park officials want 
the public to know the dan¬ 


gers drones pose to wildlife, 
visitors and park operations. 

On-board cameras offer un¬ 
precedented shots of land¬ 
scapes and wildlife, so many 


drone operators come to try 
and shoot the herds of bison 
the park is known for, Lane 
said. 

“(Bison) are really sensitive

to noise,* she said, "they will 
physically move out of the 
area, and like to kind of move 
in one line so they’ll start to 
file off into another area.” 

The problem is when they 
get stressed, or are pushed 
into an area of the park that 
doesn't have adequate food 
for them, she said. 

Right now the park, located 
about an hour east of the city 
in the middle of developed 
land, is a safe stopping point 
for birds migrating south. 
Jf airspace is buzzing with 
drones, the 250 species of 
birds that visit the park may 
stop coming by. Lane said. 

Lane adds that drones could 
also interfere with the heli¬ 
copters that are used both 
to count wildlife during the 
winter, and to rescue injured 
visitors.

A council committee is hear¬ 
ing from witnesses about Camp 
and his handling of a sexual as¬ 
sault trial in which he chastised 
the complainant , questioned her 
morals and suggested she didn't 
try hard enough to fight off her 
alleged attacker 

Daigle and her boyfriend, Don¬ 
ald Walker, who was holding a 
sign that read "Ignorance Is Not 
Ail Excuse," said they were dis¬ 
mayed by what they had heard. 
"“So far l‘ve been really dis¬ 


appointed. I understand they are 
trying to make a case to show that 
he has reformed in his thinking,“ 
said Dasgle. who described her¬ 
self as a victim of sexual abuse. 

"While 3 appreciate the educa¬ 
tion portion of this for someone 
in his position, he should have 
had that knowledge to begin 
with." 

Daigle said her case never went 
to coiui after she was warned by 
a detective about how difficult 
it is for sexual assault victims 
during a trial. "When you go to 


court, they strip you apart, even 
though you are the victim. That 
to me was not something... t was 
prepared to deal with."

Tne University of Alberta received 
5S2.S million in federal and prov¬ 
incial funding Thursday to up¬ 
grade 10 of its facilities focused 
on research ;ind innovation. 

Areas on deck for a facelift 
include the electrical and com¬ 
puter engineering research facil¬ 
ity, chemistry facilities and the 
chemical and materials engin¬ 
eering building. 

Mike Sandare, vicepresident 
external of the Students Union, 
applauded the focus on innova¬ 
tion because of the bigger range 
of opportunities that will be soon 
be available to students. 

Sandare also notes that two 
of the university's satellite cam¬ 
puses, Campus Saint-jean and 
Augustana, in Canmose.also have 
money earmarked for them. 

" I' m really excited to see them 
getting a lab renewal, I’ve seen 
the labs at Campus Saint-jean and 
I’ve seen the labs at Augu&tana 
— it's much needed.” he said. 

The new money pools S56.3 


million from the federal gov¬ 
ernment and 526.5 from the 
provi nee. 

According to a release, the 
money was divided up in order 
to boost economic diversification. 

Upgrades will also improve 
environmental sustainability of 
infrastructure. 

Improved lab spaces will also 
allow r researchers to develop 
products for market more often, 
and possibly partner with in¬ 
dustry if needed, according to 
the release. 

"These significant investments 
help Alberta students put their 
best foot forward by maximizing 
the number of new r , modern¬ 
ized learning spaces, while also 
creating much needed jobs to 
spur economic growth." Minister 
of Advanced Education Marlin 
Schmidt said, in a release. 

Sandare said that while the 
Students Union welcomes the 
funding, the university' is still 
facing £600 million in deferred 
maintenance costs on campus. 

"Student residences, heritage 
buildings, the faculty ofarts even. 
We’ve got buildings that have 
been around campus for 100 
years and it'd be nice to see those 
getting some upkeep as well.” 

On Tuesday, Ottawa also gave 
the U of A a 575 million giant to 
create a new r institute that will 
look at reducing the environ¬ 
mental footprint of fossil fuels.

Liberals stump for 
peacekeeping plan

Opposition says 
UN. has shown 
itself unable to 
run missions 

Battle lines are being drawn 
between Liberals and Conserva¬ 
tives as the .government, pre¬ 
pares to deploy hundreds of 
Canadian troops to an as-yet- 
unan non need United Nations 
peacekeeping mission in Africa. 

The pending clash, which 
is breaking along ideological 
lines, was previewed Thurs¬ 
day and is expected to figure 
prominently when the House 
of Commons returns from 
its summer break later this 
month. 

At a peacekeeping summit 
in London. Defence Minister 
Harjit Sajjan affirmed the gov¬ 
ernment's plan to make up to 
600 soldiers and 150 police of¬ 
ficers available for peace oper¬ 
ations. The government will 


also spend $450 million on 
peace support projects, and 
will host a similar peacekeep¬ 
ing summit next year. 

“Supporting and encour¬ 
aging peace is certainly part 
of what it means to be Canada," 
Sajjan told counterparts from 
around the world. 

But even as Sajjan was tout¬ 
ing the return of Canadian blue 
berets. Conservative defence 
critics James Bezan and Pierre 
Paul-Hus were in Ottawa tak¬ 
ing shots at the UN's record on 
peacekeeping, and the Liberal 
government's motives for pur¬ 
suing such a mission. 

Raising the spectre of peace¬ 
keeping failures including 
Rwanda and Bosnia, which 
many Canadians still remem¬ 
ber, the Tories said the UN 
hasn't proven itself capable 
of managing peacekeeping 
missions. 

Instead. Bezan held up Can¬ 
ada's participation in the U.S.- 
led war against JJaesh as an 
example of a proper military 
mission, the Canadian press

Clement rejects

Conservative leadership can¬ 
didate Tony Clement says he 
will propose enhanced security 
screening for immigrants — but 
not a values test — as part of a 
broader plan for countering the 
threat of terrorism.

LET'S GO CATCH AN ASTEROID 

NASA's Origins, Spectral Interpretation, Resource Identification, Security-Regolith Explorer 

(OSIRIS-REX) blasted off yesterday, hurtling to the asteroid Bennu, If it succeeds in its mission to 
bring home a piece, this will be the first asteroid sample ever collected, and the largest souvenir 
taken home from space since the days of the moon missions. 



Asteroids, N ASA says, are 
"leftover debris from the 
solar system formation 
process.'" Scientists think 
Gennu has the some carbon 
based molecules needed for 
life to emerge on Earth. One 
hypothesis says asteroids 
hitting our planet over the 
millennia brought us organic 
compounds and the water 
that eventually filled the 
oceans. Bennu is also one 
of the objects NASA fears 
could wreak havoc if it 
Impacts the barth. Odds of 
it hitting us in the next two 
centuries: 1 in 2700. Osiris's 
aim is to get to know the 
{potential} enemy. 


At 492 metres across, 
Bennu will be the smallest 
object a NASA spacecraft 
has ever orbited around. 


The asteroid Bennu orbits 
the sun, passing between 
Earth and Mars, every 1.2 
years. . _ _ 


The three-metre 
articulated arm on 
OSIRIS,, not Unlike the 
hose on a vacuum 
cleaner,.will very gently 
and slowly suck up some 
asteroid dust to bring 
back to Earth in 2023. 


OSIRIS fs going to execute a 
"sling-shot" orbit around the 
Earthen its path to B enn u, 
harnessing the gravity of our 
planet to propel it tbward the 
asteroid. . 


When it arrives at the asteroid in' 
2018, OSIRIS will yse.high-tech H 
■cameras and spectrometers to 
make a detailed, 3D map of Bennu's 
surface.

Should I be freaked out by double yolks? 



1 got six doublc-yo Iked eggs in 
one carton. Why would this hap¬ 
pen? Are they safe? It seemed 
li ke an overdose of hormones 
or something to me, so I threw 
them out just i n case. — Desna, 
Toronto 

1 put your question to Frank 
Robinson, a professor of poultry 
physiology at the University of Al¬ 
berta who calls himself a "chicken 
gynecologist" He said you have 
nothing to worry about,and what 
you found wasn't even unusual. 

Tve had this question a 


couple of times," he said. "You 
get double-yolked eggs in two 
situations. One is when hens are 
really young, and two is when 
they're grossly overweight. The 
chickens that lay the eggs you 
buy never really get overweight." 

Your eggs, Deena, were like¬ 
ly laid by what Robinson called 
"overexcited teenage chickens" 
with hyper-stimulated ovaries; net 
due to added hormones, but be¬ 
cause that's natural at their age. 

If a farmer's flock is all young 
chickens, nearly all the large and 
extra large eggs they produce 


will be double-yolked. Eggs are 
sorted by weight. Because of 
the way they're processed and 
shipped, it's common for a doz¬ 
en to ail be from the same farm. 
Therefore its not uncommon for 
all or most eggs in one carton to 
be doubles, Robinson explained. 

Robinson said it drives him 
nuts when eggs are marketed 
as "raised without added hor¬ 
mones": chickens have been 
raised without hormones, by 
law, since the 19G0s. 

I think the lesson here is about 
stay ng skeptical (not contrarian 


or obtuse, just skeptical), about 
the "facts" we take for granted 
— like the idea that chickens are 
raised with artificial hormones, 
an issue that has drawn a lot of 
public concern. 

Hormones are used in agricul¬ 
ture in Canada, but not in poultry 
or pork production. If we decide, 
as a community, that's not some¬ 
thing we want to do, we have 
to make that decision based on 
sound science, not panic.

On January 15, 2QQ9, Sully Sul- 
lenbeiger was elo airplane captain 
with 42 years of experience pilot¬ 
ing a plane on el routine mn from 
New York's LaGuEitdia Aiipoit to 
a stopover at Charlotte Douglas 
International Airport. The next 
day he was a worldwide hero; 
an instant celebrity. 

Shortly after takeoff his plane 
was disabled by a flock of Can¬ 
adian Geese who flew into the 
engines, knocking out the plane's 
navigating system. In just under 
four minutes Sullenberger as¬ 
sessed the situation and realizing 
there was no time to turn back, 
made the decision to land the 
craft on the Hudson River, the 
risky binding was successful ;md 
all 155 passengers Eind crew sur¬ 
vived with only minor injuries.

To this day the now-retired pi¬ 
lot says that when he flies “other 
passengers often tell me, 1 feel 
so much safer now that you're 
on the airplane with us.' I’m not 
quite sure why they do, but Tm 
just glad they do." 

The Miracle on the Hudson, 
as the New York press dubbed 
El. is now the subject of Sully, a 


biopic from director Clint Easi- 
wood and star Tom Hanks. 

"Watching the film, especially 
in the [MAX format makes you 
feel like you 're on that flight with 
us." Sullenberger said, though it 
thEtnkfully doesn’t bring bark 
the anxiety of the day for him. 

"Enough time has passed, and 
I've hELd enough time to process 


this and make it a part of me 
and not something that just hap¬ 
pened to me," he said. “1 don’t 
have quite the same emotions I 
had during that day. that flight, 
but the very first time 1 saw this 
film with my family it was a very 
emotional experience for all of 
us. The second time 1 was able 
to take it in as more of a usual 


movie-going experience and see 
some of the things 1 wasn't able 
to see the first time." 

As for hinting Oscar winner 
Hanks portray him, Sulienber- 
gersEiid the two “talked in some 
detail about the script and the 
obligation (Hanks) felt to get 
it right because after the film 
was completed I would be going 


hack to living my life and would 
have to live with however he 
portrayed me on screen." 

Now that the movie is com¬ 
plete, he added that “it is a weird 
experience to see someone else 
onscreen portraying you and 
speaking words you actually 
spoke." 

Sullenberger s stoiy doesn't 
end with the larding. In the years 
since he has been mimed one 
of Time magazine’s 100 Most 
Influential Heroes and Icons, 
written bestselling books and 
become a spokesman for St. Jude 
Children's Research Hospital. 
It's a whirlwind that changed 
his life forever. 

“My family and J think of this 
story in two phases. There was 
the trauma of that flight itself— 
and then the trauma of suddenly 
becoming a world recognized 
public figure." he said. “Within 
a few months we had received 
5Q.QQD communications. Emails, 
letters, requests. The press was 
camped outside our house for 10 
days. It was just overwhelming. 
It very quickly required finding 
a new wary of living this life as 
public figures. 

“We had to become more com¬ 
plete versions of ourselves to be 
able to do that."

Losing thmst in both engines but 
still managing to kind an airliner 
fiili of people in the Hudson River 
without the loss of a single life is 
plenty dramatic. But the drama 
in Sully, the movie about the 
Miracle on the Hudson ditch¬ 
ing of U .5. Airways flight 1549. 
doesn’t stop there. 

And that's a problem, say the 
former government accident in¬ 
vestigators involved i n the real- 
life investigation into the 2009 
accident. The public, as well as 
pilots and others in the aviation 
industry, who see Ehe film may 
get the wrong impression that: in¬ 
vestigators were trying to smear 
the pilot, Chesley “Sully” Sullen¬ 
berger, they said. 

“WeYe not the KGB. We're 
not the Gestapo,'' said Robert 
Benzon, who led the National 
Transportation Safety Board's 
investigation. “We're the guys 
with the white hats on" 

Could the pkme have made 
it back to LaGuardia Airport if 
Sullenberger, portrayed by ac¬ 
tor Tom Hanks, had turned it 
around? Did the thrust in both 
engines quit after the plane 
struck a flock of geese or was 
there still some power in one? 
Was the U.S. Airways captain's 
performance affected by other 
factors? 

It’s true that those questions 
were asked, and many more, 
over the course of the IS-month 


V investigation, but that’s just 
part of .NTSlS 's meticulous pro¬ 
cess intended to find all possible 
flaws that contribute to a crash, 
investigators said. That way the 
board can make safety recom¬ 
mendations to the government, 
industry, labour unions, aircraft 
milkers Etnd others. Thirty-five 
such recommendations were 
issued els a result of the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Investigators recalled Sullen- 
Irerger and co-pilot Jeff Skiles, 
portrayed by actor Aaron Eck- 
hart, as comfortable and co¬ 
operative. Pilot union officials 
representing them were present 
during all the interviews and at 
later public forums. 

“These guys were a heady na¬ 
tional heroes," said Benzon, who 
is now retired. “We weren’t out 
to embarrass anybody at all.” 

But that's not how it comes 
across in the film, directed by 
Qint Eastwood. 


“Dntil 1 read 
the script. 1 didn't 
know the investi¬ 
gative board was 
trying to pEiint the 
picture that he 
(Sullenberger) had 
done the wrong 
thing. T hey were 
kind of railroading 
him into it was his 
fault,"’ Eastwood 
said in a publicity 
video for the Warn¬ 
er Bros. film. 

Hanks told 1'he Associated 
Press in Ein interview that a draft 
script included the names of 
real-life NT&E officials, but Sul¬ 
lenberger, an adviser on the film, 
requested they be taken out. 

“He said, ‘These are people 
who are not prosecutors. They 
are doing a very important job, 
and if, for editorial purposes, we 
want to make it more of a pros¬ 
ecutorial process, it ain't fair to 
them,' ” said Hanks. “That's an 
easy thing to change." 

Tom HEiueter. w r ho was the 
NTSB's head of major accident 
investigations at the time and is 
now a consultant, said he fears 
the movie will discourage pilots 
and others from fully cooperat¬ 
ing with the board in the future.

for the actor’s son. it also 
meant a lifelong struggle 
with his complex: relation¬ 
ship to the man behind the 
pointy-eared Vulcan who has 
been part of the Zeitgeist for 
50 years. 

Originally envisaged as a 
tribute to the character of 
Spock, the film quickly became 
an exploration of the father- 
son relationship after Leonard 
Nimoy's death last year, 

“He had great humility — 
he wanted it to be focused 
primarily about Spock, not on 
ih e bri lliant career of Leonard 
Nimoy. M recalled the fiOyear- 
old film maker. “[But) after he 
died, it became clear that so 
many people were affected by 
my dad's career and who he 
was as a human being that we 
needed to include his life and 
legacy as well* 

As such. Nimoy interviewed 
such series' luminaries as Wil¬ 
liam Shatner and Trek revival¬ 
ist JJ, Abrams to discuss their 
memories even as he explores 
his own discordant relation¬ 


ship with his famous 
fa ther.. 

Still, as contentious as the 
Nimoy's youthful relationship 
was. Adarn was always an ad¬ 
mirer of Mr. Spock. 

Ironically, it w r as this experi¬ 
ence of fighting with fans for 
the affections of his own father 
that perhaps made him relate 
most to the character.

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Equality a struggle in Hollywood: Study

Report finds 
women, LGBT, 
minorities still 
largely left out 

Despite widespread attention 
over diversity in the movie busi¬ 
ness, a new study finds that 
little is changing in Hollywood 
for women, minorities, LCBT 
people and others who con¬ 
tinue to find themselves on the 
outside of an industry where 
researchers say inequality is 
“the norm." 

A report to be released Wed¬ 
nesday by the Media, Diversity 
and Social Change Initiative at 
the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia's Annenberg School for 
Communication and Journalism 
offers a stark portrait of Holly¬ 
wood's feeble to nonexistent 
progress in eradicating what 
researchers call “pervasive and 
systematic 1 * problems in inclu¬ 
siveness in front of and behind 
the camera. 

Since 2007, USC has analyzed 
the demographic makeup of 
the actors, directors, writers 
and more from each year s 100 
most popular films. Its latest 
addition adds data from 2015. 
but finds little change. 

For example, 21 A percent of 
speaking characters in the ana¬ 
lyzed films were female in 2015 
— roughly the same number 
as in 2007. That's a ratio of 2.2 
men for every single woman. 

Characters identified as les¬ 
bian. gay or transgender ac¬ 
counted for less than 1 per cent 
of all speaking parts, or 32 out 
of4,370 characters studied. That 
was a slight increase from 19 
portrayals in 2014. After find¬ 
ing zero transgender characters 
in 2014, researchers could pin¬ 
point one in 2015. 

from 2007 to 2015, the study 
finds no significant change in 
the percentage of black (12.2 
per cent). Latino (5.3 per cent] 
or Asian (3,9 per cent) charac¬ 
ters in the most popular films.

tors of 2015 films, four were 
black or African American and 
six were Asian or Asian .Amer¬ 
ican. Just eight were women, 
still the most since 2DOS. 

“We're seeing entrenched 
inequality," said Stacy L. Smith, 
a USC professor and the study's 
lead author. 

“Whether we're studying 
gender, race, ethnicity, LGBT 
or characters with disabilities, 
we're really seeing exclusion- 
aiy forces leaving out anybody 
that's not a straight white, able- 
bodied man. Despite all the 
chatter and all the activism 
and all the press attention, it's 
another year where the status 
quo has been maintained.*’ 

USC researchers stressed that 
the study’s results didn’t just 
offer a portrait of inequality, 
but captured the invisibility of 
many from American popular 
cinema. Hollywood, the study 
concludes, is “an epicenter of 
cultural inequality." 

Issues of exclusion and 
gender gaps have gained more 
attention in recent years fol¬ 
lowing two straight seasons 
of all-whiEe acting nominees 
at the Oscars and le;iked studio 
emails from Sony Pictures that 
suggested evidence of disparity 
in salaries between male and 
female stars. 

The fallout has led the Acad¬ 
emy of Motion lictuies Arts and 
Sciences to diversity its mem¬ 
bership. Some have individually 
taken action; TV producer Ryan 
Mutphv in February launched a 
foundation to diversify the dir¬ 
ectors of his shows. Last month, 
even Michelle Obama spoke of 
the importance "for the world 
to see different images of each 
other." 

Rut the USC researchers say 
not enough is being done by the 
upper echelons of the movie 
industry. Earlier this year, the 
researchers scored 10 major 
media companies on their di¬ 
versity record across mediums. 
None passed. 

“We 've seen a lot of talk and 
little action," said Smith. “Whitt 
we need now is for companies 
to take the same leadership pos¬ 
ition. be transparent in their 
inclusion goals and be account¬ 
able to representing the actual 
world we live in when it comes 
to the demography of the U.S." 

Many of last year’s most 
profitable movies, however, 
boasted diverse casts. The ap¬ 
peal of the Fast and furious 
franchise, which released its 
seventh installment in 2015, 
has long been based on both 
high-octane races and a much 
varied cast. The year's top film, 
Star Wars; The force Awak¬ 
ens, ushered in more diverse 
characters to George Lucas' 
galaxy. Female empowerment 
was also a big seller for Mad 
Max: Fury Road, The Hunger 
Games: Mockingjay Part 2 and 
Pitch Perfect 2. 


As a result, female lead or 
co-leads improved by 11 per 
cent from 2014 to 201.5, one of 
the rare signs of improved in- 
clusivity in the study. Rut even 
such blight spots revealed other 
areas still wanting. Ibere were 
still just three films featuring 
a female lead or co-lead from 
an underrepresented racial or 
ethnic group, and there wasn't 
one leading part for an Asian, 
man or woman. 

“When we really drill down 


in the numbers, we see a per¬ 
petuation of the same groups 
getting access to the most vis¬ 
ible roles, whether that’s in the 
director's chair or on screen, 
and that continues to be the 
problem plaguing Hollywood's 
hiring practices," sard Smith. 

Issues over Ehe type of rep¬ 
resentation also still remain. 
Though LGBT characters in¬ 
creased in 2Q15, only two were 
depicted as parents.

Go on, wear white after Labour Day, you fashion rebel

On Tuesday morning, the day 
after Labour Day l lifted through 
my drawers for something cool 
to wear in the stifling September 
heat. ] settled on white jeans. 

Makes sense, doesn't it? The 
nearly 30 degree temperatures 
this week i n Toronto have been 


overwhelming. And from a cal¬ 
endar perspective, the seasons 
don't change until after the tall 
Equinox on .Sept. 22. But, as J slid 
on my snow-white denim, I heard 
an unidentifiable woman's voice 
in my bead screech ‘'Don't wear 
white after Labour Day!” 

Wearing white after this arbi¬ 
trary date seems, then, a mild 
but delightful act of rebellion. A 
middle finger to social norms, a 
casting aside of a time-honoured 


tradition — anti an acknowledge¬ 
ment that this no-white custom is 
silly and cLissist in the first place. 

In early 1900s America, the 
summer season ended with 
Labour Day. according to the 
etiquette experts of the Emily 
Post Institute. “Society flocked 
en masse" from their city homes 
to seaside cottages or mountain 
cabins, and swapped formal at¬ 
tire for lighter, white summer 
outfits. When summer ended. 


the wardrobes were swapped 
yet again. “It was an age when 
there was a dress code for prac¬ 
tically every occasion, and the 
signal to mark the change be¬ 
tween summer resort clothes 
and clothing worn for the rest 
of the year was encapsulated in 
the dictum ‘No white after Labor 
(sic) Day.’" reads an advice page 
on the Institute's website.

I love tactical clothing for the 
range. It's comfortable. I don't 
want to ruin my everyday cloth¬ 
ing^ said Marilyn Smolensk!, 
who in 2012 created Nickel and 
Lice, a company that caters to 
women who want to cany a fire¬ 
arm concealed but don't want to 
trade in their femininity. “But 
1 don't want to wear it to the 
grocery store." 

Smolenski started her com¬ 
pany right around the time Chi¬ 
cago city laws changed and she 
could again legally carry a fire¬ 
arm. She struggled to find some 
thing that didn’t make her look 
frumpy and didn't broadcast that 
she was packing heat. Most of 
the clothing was geared to men. 

“When you put a man's hol¬ 
ster on a woman's body it sticks 
out. It doesn't hug the body,” 
said Carrie Ughtfoot. founder 


and owner of The Well Armed 
Woman in Scottsdale, Arizona, 
which does everything from 
providing firearms instruction 
to women to selling a variety of 
concealed carry clothing. 

lightfool and Smolenski said 
that some manufacturers tend¬ 
ed to "shrink it and pink it" 
— thinking that taking gear 
produced for men and making 
it smaller and brightly colored 
would satisfy Female custom¬ 
er's. They and their counterparts 
emphasize they are driven first 
by function and safety before es¬ 
thetics come into the equation. 

“Women need to know they 
can carry effectively." Ughtfoot 
said. "1 think the key is finding 
a w r ay to cam it so you can be 
comfortable and move through 
vour day without being poked 
and having a big hunk of metal 


in your pants and not be able to 
sit at work" 

Both are advocates for provid¬ 
ing women with information 
and guidance on ways to feel se¬ 
cure and be safe, for Smolensk], 
that goal has led to the creation 
of the annual firearms and fash¬ 
ion Show which includes semin¬ 
ars on personal safety.

Some of them I'd have 
to take off and set down when I 
went to the bathroom and I was 
afraid I would go off and leave it 
just like I’ve left my phone be¬ 
hind before,” Adams said. 

Her first design involved a 
moLisepad and a post-partem 
corset to create a soft holster. 
With her last S200, she found 
a manufacturer willing to do a 
small tun. flash forward three 
years and she now has products 
on shelves at nearly 100 dealers 
around the country. She has ex¬ 
panded into safety and training 
and is now an NKA pistol and 
rifle instructor. She even has a 
few men who buy her products. 
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Anna Taylor's company 
makes clothing geared to 
f Iroarm-carr yi ng women.

Howe Sound is glass-still on 
the voyage from Gibsons Land¬ 
ing Co Keats [aland, save for the 
odd motorboat wake jostling 
the kayak. 

The peace is also broken 
momentarily as a seal bursts 
out of the water, letting out 
a hearty snort before it dives 
back beneath the surface. 

Gibsons is a quaint and 
colourful town at the south¬ 
ern end of British Columbia's 
Sunshine Coast, a ISO-kilo¬ 
metre stretch of picturesque 
oceanside communities and 
jagged coastline along the 
Strait of Georgia. 

Many visitors to Gibsons 
get a kick out of the numer¬ 
ous nods to the long-running 
Canadian sitcom The Beach¬ 
combers, which was filmed in 
the town and ran from 1972 
to 1990. 

The Persephone, the tug 
piloted in the show by log sal¬ 
vager Mick Adonidas (played 
by Bruno Geras si), sits on a 
prominent street corner in 
the centre of town, right by 
Molly's Reach, the cafe where 
much of the action took place. 

“Someone gets their picture 
taken every day in front of 
Molly's Reach," says bed-and- 
breakfast owner Celia Kobben, 
who heads up Sunshine Coast 
Tourism. 

“To a specific demograph¬ 
ic, it's definitely a draw... If 
you’re under 30, you don’t 
have a clue." 

Most visitors arrive at the 
Sunshine Coast via ferry from 
Vancouver's Horseshoe Bay. 
The northern part of the Sun¬ 
shine Coast can also be ac¬ 
cessed by ferry from Comox, 
on Vancouver Island. 

Robben estimates up to half 
a million visitors come to the 
region every year, though the 
summer is by far the busiest 
time. The permanent popu¬ 
lation is only about a tenth 
of that. 

"We’re very much a cottage 
conn try for Vancouver and the 
Lower Mainland,” she says. 

Robben and her husband 
moved to Gibsons about a dec¬ 
ade ago from Houston to open 
their B&B, Art turns Retreats. 
She recalls making the deci¬ 
sion while on a ski vacation 
in Whistler. 

“As we were driving up the 
Sea-to-Sky [Highway), we were 
looking over at the Sunshine

Outdoor activities are a big 
draw, says Robben. In a climate 
where temperatu res rarely dip 
below 0 C, kayaking, moun¬ 
tain biking and hiking can be 
done year-round.

Walking down the streets of 
the Waterloo Arts District, I 
stumbled upon an indie rec¬ 
ord shop called Bine Arrow Re¬ 
cords.

Drac ilia's greatest hits w r ere 
underneath my right foot and 
nearby was Hi vis Presley look¬ 
ing oh so handsome.

Cleveland is a special place. 

“What's there to do in 
Cleveland?" my family had 
asked me. 

Well, it’s a little jewel that 
Canadians tend to bypass for 
cities like New York and Chi¬ 
cago.

Arts District looked like a re- 
vital ized j un k yard. s pri o kle d 
with what looks like Christ¬ 
mas lights and sculptures. 
This is Cleveland now — re¬ 
vitalized through arts. 

Like Pittsburgh or Detroit, 
Cleveland was pail of the Rust 
Belt. It lost a lot of people 
when the manufacturing in¬ 
dustry' collapsed. 

Thanks to tax credits, low 
property cost and a huge in¬ 
vestment into the arts, Cleve¬ 
land’s population has now

bounced back. 

What's nice about travel¬ 
ling here is that you can feel 
the passion, the raw sense of 
creativity and the resilience 
of artists. 

The city is home to 7Sth 
Street Studios, 170,000 
square feet of art galleries, 
artist studios, performance 
spaces and music recording 
studios, Every third Friday of 
the month, the “eclectic art 
maze/* originally home to the 
Baker Electric Motor Vehicle 
Co., opens fora night of vis¬ 
ual exhibits. 

You will see metal track 
doors and old freight eleva¬ 
tors where the cars were once 
taken down to the loading 
docks for distribution. Now 
the place is roaming with 
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creative types 
who’ve put 
their love and 
sweat into their 
pEiintings. photographs 
and sculptures. 

Besides the burgeoning arts 
movement, Cleveland has a 
long history with music. At 
the Rock £i Roll Hall of Fame, 
you literally go through the 
majestic evolution of music. 

There's Michael Jackson's 
sparkly glove, janis Joplin's 
psychedelic Porsche and scrib¬ 
bled lyrics from the Beatles. 

With the world's largest 
collection of rock artifacts, 
the Hall of Fame reminds 
you that music lives strong, 
no matter what political un¬ 
rest or turmoil is happening 
across the globe. 


On a smaller scale, the 
Happy Dog at Euclid Tavern 
is an ultra retro bar that has 
become an institution and a 
true Cleveland treasure for 
live music. I sank my teeth 
into a gourmet hot dog topped 
with Front Loops during the 
kitsch “Polka Happy Hour." 
Only here will you gel an in¬ 
timate show by Cleveland 
Orchestra musicians. 

If you’re feeling fancy, go 
to Severance Hall to catch the 
Cleveland Orchestra. There's 
something chilling about 
hearing 100 members 
of the orchestra per¬ 
form together for 
a full-on classical 
experience. 

Tenacity 
meets style in a 
town where you 
can browse mod¬ 
ern art inside a 
tu rn-of-t he-ce n Eu ry 
car factory, hear the 
orchestra perform live in¬ 
side the local hot dog joint 
and chow down on pierogis 
at the legendary Beachland 
Ballroom concert venue.

URBAN RENEWAL 

Growing grapes, saving lives in Cleveland's east side 

Rows of red and white grapes climb trelhses surrounded 
by a crumbling brick building, an empty corner store one 
graffiti-covered apartments. 

The man who planted the vineyard says his plan for the 
lot once occupied by a crack house goes far beyond bot¬ 
tling wine. Mansfield Frazier wants to show there's still 
hope for the neighbourhood and for those trying to move 
□way from a life of crime, |ust like he did years ago. 

Too often, neither one is given much of chance — at 
least not on the city's east side where the collapse of 
the manufacturing economy, poverty and racial inequal¬ 
ity came together., leaving behind some of the nation's 
bleakest areas. Home to oil tycoon John D. Rockefeller 
and other wealthy industrialists during the early 1900s, 
the mansions along "Millionaire's Row" have given way to 
desolate neighbourhoods where every fifth house is va¬ 
cant, over half the children live an poverty 3ncl crime is a 
constant worry. 

" I here's a pipeline from cradle to prison in too many 
homes in our community" said Frazier, ?3, a former hust¬ 
ler whose dealings with stolen and counterfeit credit 
cards kept him in and out of prison until two decades ago. 

The idea of growing grapes startec out six years ago. 
Frazier said, as a way to spruce up the weed-infested cor¬ 
ner across from his home and take a stand for the com-
